Tills is in reply to your letters of October 3. 

Fir-s$, I thank you for the answers and explanations contained therein 
and fox* the documents you are copying for ms. 

Perhaps the confusion over whether any transcript was made of the execu- 
tive session of January 22, 19&4, can ho eliminated by data from the PC 
10 file* In it there should be a bill for each of the executive sessions 
for which Hard and Paul provided stenographic services. It would satisfy 
my needs if you were to inform me of those dates. If this presents any 
problem for you or if you would prefer, I will nay for a copy of each 
bill for the taking of each executive session. 


Whether or not what remains, withheld is properly withheld Is a question 
on which we disagree* I have already Sited to you contents of what is 
withheld that is not covered by the authorities' you cite. I again call 
to your attention that, in denying me access to the executive session, of 
January 27, X96i|., you are in. the unusual position of denying me access 
to ^ what a member of thcXossnission has already published for bis personal 
gaun. I just do not see how the government that made available to Con- 
gressman. Ford what he published commercially can. denv me access to those 
pages at least. I herewith renew ray request for them.* 

J ou kavo not over responded to my request for the subject matter 
or what you are denying me. I can see no need for not letting tae knew 
the subjects that are taken up in what the government has, I think arbi- 
trarily, ^ denied ne access to. The clear inference of your failure to do 
T tninlc, will be that what is withhold may not be under- the cited 
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the government cannot be withheld under the "Freedom of ' Inf ormation Act", 
whxch has the opposite purpose and intent.

Where your employees have been helpful and 
cooperative, as you should know, in both my own writing and on coast -to- 
coast radio and IV, I have praised your agency and them.
